took Louisa Amanda’s children to raise in 
their household. James M. Pittman married 
a cousin of Louisa Amanda’s. She was Susan 
Elizabeth Heard Cockrell a young Civil War 
widow. After the war, the families migrated 
west to MS. They first settled in the Palo 
Alto/Abbott Communities of Chickasaw/- 
Clay counties. Portions of these families later 
moved on to Pontotoc and Lafayette Coun- 
ties and Monroe County. Reuben Boyett and 
Louisa Amanda Heard Boyett’s children 
were these: 

1 John Jasper Boyett was born Jan. 18, 
1853. He died in 1862 in Georgia of typhoid 
fever. 

2 Ervin Newton Boyett was born Nov. 19, 
1854. After his mother’s death in 1862 of 
typhoid fever, Ervin Newton Boyett was 
raised by his grandparents John Jasper 
Heard and Amanda Malvina Munday Heard. 
He came to MS with them and settled in the 
Palo Alto/Abbott Community of (then) 
Chickasaw County, sometime between 1866 
and 1867. The Heards and Boyetts lived and 
worked on the plantation of General Henry 
L. Burkitt. After John Jasper Heard died 
July of 1867, Ervin Newton lived with his 
grandmother. When she died in 1873, Ervin 
Newton Boyett lived with Gen. henry L. 
Burkitt’s son James Burkitt. Ervin Newton 
Boyett died March 22, 1931 at the home of 
his daughter Maggie Lee Boyett Blankenship 
near Woodland, Ms. He died of pneumonia. 
He is buried at Houston, Ms. 

3 George W. Boyett was born in Chambers 
County Alabama, Nov. 28, 1856. After his 
mother’s death of typhoid fever in 1862, he 
was raised by his grandparents the John 
Jasper Heards. He moved to Ms with them 
in 1866/7 and after his grandfather’s death in 
July of 1867 lived with his grandmother 
Amanda Malvina Munday Heard until she 
died in 1873. He then lived in the household 
of Gen. Henry L. Burkitt, a wealthy planta- 
tion owner of the Palo Alto/Abbott Commu- 
nity. He married Cassie Ann Watson in 
Prairie, Ms in Monroe County, Nov. 25, 1891. 
He was the City Clerk of the Town of Amory 
in Monroe County at this time. He later 
moved to Oxford and Moss Point, MS. (See: 
Separate Article George W. Boyett and 
Cassie Ann Watson Boyett) 

4 Reuben Charles Boyett was born in 
Chambers County, Alabama Oct. 30, 1858. 
He was born just shortly after his father’s 
tragic death in a cotton compress accident. 
He died as an infant in 1859.

Josiah Brandon was born June 26, 1761 in 
NC. He died Nov. 5, 1842 in Lincoln County, 
TN. He married Rachel Brown March 8, 
1781. They lived in Burke County NC where 
most of their children were born. They 
migrated to T'N in the fall of 1805. From TN, 
some of the family moved to Huntsville, ALA, 
and from ALA on into Monroe County, MS. 
The following are thought to be children of 
Josiah and Rachel Brown Brandon. 

1. Josiah Brandon was born in NC. He 
married Martha Sample in 1817. He died in 
1822 in Alabama. 

2. Thomas Brandon was born in NC c1786. 


He married Eliza Sample in Davidson 
County, TN March 9, 1811. She was born in 
1791 and died in 1827. She was a cousin to 
Martha Sample who married Thomas’s 
brother Josiah. After Eliza Sample Brandon 
died, Thomas married Mary W. Glasgow 
Owen Sept. 2, 1829 in Madison County, ALA. 
Thomas Brandon, according to research done 
by John Ed Rodabough, was a “wealthy 
building contractor, who also owned 2,765 
acres in the prairie west of Aberdeen.” 
Thomas Brandon came to Monroe County 
from Huntsville, Ala in 1845. In 1850, 
Brandon bought the Dr. Dalton house on 
Washington and Maple Streets. According to 
John Ed Rodabough, Thomas Brandon was 
the building contractor for St. John’s Episco- 
pal Church. Thomas Brandon was killed in 
a buggy accident Aug. of 1859. By his first 
wife, Eliza Sample, Thomas Brandon was the 
father of six daughters. (1) Caledonia Bran- 
don was born ALA c1814. She married John 
F. Mills in 1829. He was born in KY c1800. 
They were living in Monroe County by 1850, 
where John F. Mills was engaged in planting 
operations in the prairie. Three of their 
children were Minerva J. Mills b. c1832 ALA; 
Nancy Mills b. c1835 ALA; and Thomas R. 
Mills b. c1837 ALA. (2) Mary Margaret 
Brandon married Jesse G. Jordan Feb. 9, 
1832. They had five children. (a) Thomas 
Brandon Jordon was born in Ala. He was 
Capt. of a “Boy Company” during the Civil 
War. He was prisoner of war at Nashville, 
TN. He married Fannie Binford Rowan of 
Mobile, ALA. She was the daughter of Alfred 
Rowan and Mary Binford. They moved to 
Aberdeen, Monroe County in the 1870s. 
Their four children were Mary Margaret 
“Madge” who married James H. Haughton, 
Jr. (with children Willie P. Haughton; Madge 
Haughton; and Julia Jordon Haughton 
married to James P. McNeil): Jesse W. 
Jordon married to Louise Austin; Fannie 
Buford Jordan died as a young girl; and Julia 
Jones Jordan b. c1873 in Monroe County, 
married John Baxter McFarland, the son of 
Baxter L. McFarland and Mary L. Holliday 
(See Holliday) (b) Jesse G. Jordan, Jr. was Lt. 
in CSA Army. He was killed at the Battle of 
Richmond. (c) Caledonia Jordan married 
James R. Kidd with children Maggie Kidd; 
William Kidd; and Callie Kidd married to 
Colbert Price. (d) Mollie Jordan married 
Capt. Ike Bell. (e) Julia Jordon married 
Major S.A. Jonas with children Annie Lowe 
Jonas married to W.R. McWilliams; Sydney 
A. Jonas married to Myrtle Reynolds; and 
Julian Jonas died as an infant. (3) Sarah E. 
Brandon married Henry A. Binford Oct. 20, 
1836 in Alabama. (4) Caroline Brandon was 
born in Ala c1822. She married James House 
Haughton Oct. 20, 1836. He was the son of 
Richard Haughton and Sallie House (1786- 
1821). Caroline Brandon Haughton and her 
husband James House Haughton came to 
Monroe County in the late 1840s. (See 
Richard Haughton) (5) Julia S. Brandon was 
born in Ala c1826. She married William 
Joseph Pratt Haughton Feb. 22, 1842. He was 
the son of Richard Haughton and Sallie 
House and a brother of James House Haugh- 
ton. (6) Cornelia Brandon was born in ALA 
¢1827. She married William H. Clopton Sept. 
21, 1843. She was his second wife. William H. 
Clopton was born in GA c1813. He died in 
1879. He was a merchant in Aberdeen. He and 
his brother Dr. John H. Clopton had come to 
Monroe County in the 1840s. William H. 


Clopton bought the Coopwood house “Sunset 
Manor”. This house is now owned by Buford 
Howell. The Cloptons were planters as well 
as merchants. William Clopton’s son by his 
first wife was William H. Clopton, Jr. b. c1838 
Ala—d. 1902. Four of the children by Cornelia 
Brandon were (a) Thomas H. Clopton b. MS 
¢1850; (b) Eliza Brandon Clopton (1854- 
1886) married in 1872 Dr. William Granville 
Sykes (1845-1931). He was the son of Dr. 
William A. Sykes (1798-1873) and Rebecca J. 
Barrett (1801-1851) of the “Magnolias” in 
Aberdeen. Their children were William Al- 
fred Sykes (1873-1897); William Clopton 
Sykes (1875-1946) married to Annie Sloan; 
William Granville Sykes (1876-1940) married 
to Ruth McDonald; and Donie Inez Sykes 
(1881 b.) married Ist Triscillian Napier and 
2nd Benjamin Holliday McFarland. (c) 
Frank S. Clopton was born in Monroe County 
c1856. (d) E.B. Clopton, a daughter was born 
in Monroe County c1858. After the death of 
Cornelia Brandon Clopton’s father, the Clop- 
tons came into possession of the Dr. Dalton 
Home that Thomas Brandon had purchased 
in 1850. Cornelia Brandon Clopton died in 
1911 and was buried at Odd Fellows Rest 
Cemetery, Aberdeen. 

Thomas Brandon (c1786-1859) and _ his 
second wife Mary Glasgow Owen Brandon’s 
daughter Margie Brandon was born in Ala 
¢1835. She married Samuel a son of Needham 
and Alice Whitfield. 

3, William Brandon was born Sept. 7, 1788. 
He married Mary Sample, March 4, 1812 in 
Davidson County, TN. She was a sister of 
Eliza Sample and a cousin of Martha Sample 
— all who married Brandons. William Bran- 
don died March 18, 1848 in Huntsville, Ala.

Ships That Pass In The 
Night 

By ships that passed in the night we 
mean men who were outstanding for 
some reason or other, who had 
something to do with Monroe County 
affairs, and yet who passed on leaving 
little to remember them by. Those 
who were written of in the Wilkes’ 
letters, the Boyakin letters or in 
Mother Monroe were of sufficient 
importance to be regarded as “ships 
that passed in the night.” 

Among the ships that passed in the 
Hamilton days we would class: Judges 
D. W. Wright, J. F. Trotter and 
Stephen Cocke-Edmondson who 
carried news of the Creek war to 
Andrew Jackson belongs in the 
group. Among the citizens of the 
county was said to have been a 
Madison who was a nephew of 
President Madison and a Mrs. 
Walker, sister of General Winifred 
Scott and her family. One of Mrs. 
Walker’s sons spoke the best 
Chickasaw language of any white man 
in the county. 

Who knows anything of the 
McConns, the Henry Willis heirs or of 
Joshua Cox who brought their land 
and put it in the Hamilton Land 
Company of which Wright Perrin & 
Cox were the agents. 

In the early Aberdeen period we 
have Robt. Gordon who founded 
Aberdeen, and Davis who owned a 
part of the land put into the town lot 
auction. 

The largest single purchaser of 
Aberdeen lots was Jacob Cohen of 
Charleston, S. C., and his agent was 
Judah Barrett. 

Probably next in rank of 
purchasers was Joel Leftwich whose 
property was managed by Littlebery 
Leftwich. 

Among the other names that 
figured prominently in that early day 
and then passed were: 

David Hubbard, Pierrepont 
Phillips, David Saffarans Daggett, 
Francis Lech, R. E. Orne, Geo. 
Livingstone, Robert and Edwin Enes, 
Miles Lovick, Henry Craft, P. B. 
Barringer, J. C. Whitset, J. T. Dyche, 
B. F. Dinas, T. S. Reneau, E. P. 
Lipscomb, Park Strawhon, Vinson 
Coons, B. and F. Sherwood, Dr. B. 
Huggins, Dr. Pasley, V. Fulcher, J.P. 
Ball, Branham, Rufus Cole, M. 
Weiler, Morris and Jacob Gattman, 
James Davis, William Saxon and S. 
H. Watlington. 

We might have included the 
McNairys, Brandons, Mills’ and 
Bibbs, but they have left both 
monuments and descendants. 


And finally Delafield who figured 
in the Mississippi repudiated bonds 
transactions had a field day in 
Monroe.

Ships That Spoke As They 
Passed 

In the one and a quarter centuries of 
Monroe County’s history there have 
been individuals now and then, here 
and there who have passed across her 
sky illuminating and influencing as 
they went but when they had passed 
on no ray was left behind, neither 
child nor graven line or written word. 

In addition there were other 
individuals who glowed and then 
passed on leaving little or nothing 
except some written words. 

Those of the first type were 
popularized by a book that a 
generation ago was a best seller. Its 
name was “Ships That Passed In the 
Night.” Making a change in the figure 
of speech, those of the second group 
are here called “Ships That Spoke As 
They Passed.” 

First in the list of these last is 
Gideon Lincicum, Indian herb doctor 
and contributor to Chickasaw and 
Choctaw history. For a while he 
practiced Indian medicine from his 
home in Monroe County, located in 
the hills a few miles Northeast of 
Cotton Gin Port. Some owner of land 
in the first beat should be able to find 
the name Gideon Lincicum on his 
abstract of title. Gideon is only 
remembered now because of his 
“Autobiography” and his “Doctor 
Book.” 

General Reuben Davis did more 
than any other man to place Monroe 
County in the’ retord. He wrote 
“Recollections of Mississippi and 
Mississippians.” Having lived in 
Hamilton, Athen, and Aberdeen and 
having served his county in several 
offices, his acquaintance was wide 
with Monroe County people and 
places. His book was widely read. 

William Boyakin was one of the 
Commissioners who located Athens 
and he alone was responsible for its 
name. He was an early school teacher, 
if not the first one, as he claimed. 
Years after he went to Blue Rapids, 
Kansas, he wrote a series of letters to 
the Examiner telling of the early 
residents of Monroe. 

Mr. Wm. Wilkes came to Monroe 
because two of his sisters had married 
Prewetts. he wrote a series of about 
seventy letters telling of incidents in 
the lives of early settlers and 
something of their customs, habits 
and methods of farming. 
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Parson Gladney wrote a Miltonian 
poem widely read in his day. It was 
pure fiction and it made no mention of 
Monroe County, but it was the 
product of a Monroe County man. 

Rev. Jim Ingraham wrote many 
books, one of which, “A Prince of the 
House of David,” is still a good seller. 
None of these books dealt with 
Monroe County nor were they 
published while Ingraham lived in the 
county, but doubless parts of some of 
them were written here. 

The story written by Mrs. Smith, 
Parson Mann’s daughter, is another 
story. It is pure fiction but she gave 
her characters Monroe County names 
and she located certain episodes in 
Monroe County. 

Bishop paine wrote a Life of Bishop 
McKendree. This excellent and 
popular book was written in Monroe 
by a Monroe County man. 

This list of ships that spoke as they 
passed should include the names of all 
the editors of papers ever published in 
Monroe. The full list this writer can 
not give but he will name some any 
way. Heading the list of course should 
come: S. A. Jonas, Editor of the 
Examiner, whose best known poems 
was: “Lines On the Back of a 
Confederate Bill.” His timeliest 
contribution was “Reducing the 
Cotton Acreage”—as true now as it 
was a half a century ago. Others in ths 
class were E. P. Thompson, William 
Rogers, W. H. Vasser, Greenwood, 
Steuart, and the Boyds, Vesey, Smith 
Galloway. 

The best known legal case in which 
Monroe County people were involved 
and which had a Monroe County 
setting was the Ku Klux Case. 

Historians were present to write 
that record. The written records tells 
of the services of Gholson, Dowd, 
Reynolds, and Sykes. 
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Aberdeen newspapers. The names of 
those who practiced at the Hamilton 
bar were found on a list of lawyers 
licensed by the County Board. 

J. M. Acker, Stephen Adams, J. M. 
Acker, Jr., Acker and Haughton, W. 
A. Beane, R. H. Bennett, F. G. Barry,

The Health of Monroe County and 
Physicians of the County. 


The papers between 1837 and 1886 
carried occasional notices of the 
prevalence of cholera in different 
parts of the United States, principally 
in the sea board cities. At one time, at 
least, they reported an epidemic which 
was sweeping the Mississippi Valley. 
However, the Valley epidemics 
travelled a long the Mississippi and 
Ohio Rivers without getting far from 
these streams. The trend of the 
newspaper notices indicate that the 
citizens of Monroe never got very 
much alarmed about cholera. They 
were not on any beaten path used by 
people from everywhere and their 
relative isolation spared them anxiety. 
On one occasion, the body of a 
Monroe citizen, (Mr. Bumpass), who 
died from cholera, in a river town was 
brought to Aberdeen for burial. It is 
not of record that there was any local 
objection, or that anyone was 
frightened, or that any harm came. 
Mr. Manning contracted cholera in 
Memphis and fled to Prairie Station 
where he died. No cases resulted from 
this exposure. 

Yellow Fever. 

That disease was often imported 
into this region and the favorite ports 
of entry were New Orleans and 
Mobile, both considered to be doors 
to Monroe. Boats, trains and stages 
linked Monroe to these cities. Every 
season brought some anxiety about 
Yellow fever. 

It was in 1878 and 1879 that fear 
reached the “high water mark.” 

In September 1878, the Examiner 
carried a circular order from E. P. 
Sale, Chairman of County Boad of 
Health in which it was stated that no 
one would be allowed to come into 
Monroe County unless he had a 
certificate showing that he had not 
been in any yellow fever infested 
territory for twenty days and that he 
was in good health. This certificate 
was good for only four days. A 
vigilance committed was to be created 
in each Supervisor’s district to assist 
the quarantine officer of the district. 

At first, all trains, passenger and 
freight, were to be turned back at the 
county line. In August, after pledges 
had been given by the general officers 
of the railroads, trains were allowed to 
run across the county, but no 
passengers or goods were to be 
discharged from any infected 
territory. Conductors, train crews 
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were pledged to carry out this 
agreement, and a deputy Sheriff rode 
each train to see that there was no 
violation of the pledge. This seems 
very drastic, but it was modification 
of a prior order which prevented any 
person from entering the county from 
anywhere under any circumstances. 

When Dr. Sale and his Board 
proclaimed this modified non- 
intercourse quarantine, there was 
some murmuring. A mass meeting 
was called at which various speakers, 
doctors, merchants, farmers, and 
preachers discussed the situation. 
This mass meeting decided to stand 
behind the ordinances. In the same 
numbers of the Examiner, Dr. J. L. 
Tindall, President of the Aberdeen 
Board of Health gave orders about 
cleaning up the premises and 
published detailed instructions for the 
use. of disinfectants such as 
perchloride of iron, chloride of zinc, * 
Condy’s fluid, freshly burnt lime, 
charcoal, sulphurous acid gas, 
chloride gas, etc. 

The City Board of Health included 
practically all the physicians in 
Aberdeen, while Dr. Sale’s County 
Board was representative of the 
profession of the county. The 
ordinances and orders carried severe 
penalties. In spite of laws of just this 
type almost everywhere Yellow Fever 
swept all over the lower valley. This 
was the only time in local history 
when the physicians were in complete 
authority. Monroe County escaped 
invasion. 

In the course of the 1879 epidemic, 
Albert Whitfield, a prominent lawyer 
of Jackson, Miss., and afterwards 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, 
decided to run the quarantine and risk 
its $250 fine in order to refugee among 
his ‘old home folks in Aberdeen. He 
was arrested, fined, and sent to a 
Whitfield plantation under guard. 
The fine was afterwards remitted. No 
Yellow fever resulted. In truth, there 
has never been a case of Yellow Fever 
in Monroe County, although a Mr. 
Gates died from it in Chickasaw near 
the Monroe line. 

Small Pox 

The only other disease which at any 
time appeared to agitate the public 
was Small Pox. Periodically, the 
Board of Health, meaning the medical 
profession, acting in some sort of 
concert, published orders requiring 
vaccination. 

Influenza. 

The writer has recollection of three 
pandemics of influenza which have 
swept over Monroe as a part of their 
inundation of America. Only one of 
these, that of 1871, occurred during 


east of Sections 26 and 35. This law 
gave the city the right to establish 
ferries and to regulate commerce and 
traffic, on the river within the city 
limits. The intention from the 
beginning was to establish and control 
ferries, for Anderson Wightman and 
herndon sold exclusive ferry priviliges 
in their section and the Hamilton 
owners arranged to do the same in 
their secton, 36. 

Feb. 5, 1856, the legislature thought 
Aberdeen covered too much territory. 
They amended the law of Feb. 25, 
1854 “to make the northern boundary 
of such corporation to be Matubee 
Creek and all land lying north of said 
Matubee Creek is separated 
tion.” 

Oct. 22, 1866. Aberdeen again had 
expansive ideas which the legislature 
agreed to. The law provided that the 
new limits of Aberdeen were to be: all 
of fractional 26 south of Matubbee 
Creek; all of Section 27, South of 
Matubbee Creek; all of Sections 34 
and 35; parts off Sections 28 and 33, 
all in Township 14 S. Range 7 East 
and also parts of Sections 2, 3and4in 
Township 15 S. Range 7 E. 

This made the South and West 
boundaries as follows: “Beginning at a 
point in Section 2, which is the 
southeast corner of Odd Fellows 
Cemetery and running due west 
through Sections 2 and 3 and 440 
yards into Section 4, thence due north 
to the line between sections 28 and 21. 
The northern boundary to run due 
east from the north west corner of 28 
the northwest corner of 27, thence to 
the northern limits previously set 
forth.” 

At this time, Aberdeen embraced 
parts of eight sections not counting 
what was claimed east and north of 
the middle of the Tombigbee river to 
and including its banks. It included 
parts of one river and two creeks, 
Matubbee and James. 

Still the City remained dissatisfied. 

Jan. 20, 1870, L. E. Houston, S. A. 
Jonas, and Thos. Gibson were ap- 
pointed by the aldermen as a commit- 
tee on City Limits. March 3, 1888 the 
legislature enacted legislation which 
enabled the city to get rid of 
its outlying voters. That law made 
Elm Street and the river the eastern 
boundary, the section lines of 35 and 
24, the southern, the section lines of 34 
and 27, the western, and the section 
line of 27 and Matubbee Creek, the 
northern boundaries. These are the 
present corporation limits except that 
the eastern boundary is now Cypress 
Street. 


Sale of Lots in Old Aberdeen 


The land which Robert Gordon 


transferred to the stock-holders of the 
Aberdeen Land Company of which 
Anderson, Wightman and Herndon 
(Henry Anderson, Geo. Wightman, 
and O. A. Herndon were trustees), 
was sold at auction in January and in 
October 1836, and at private sale all 
during 1836 and for nearly ten years 
thereafter. Since Gordon did not geta 
clear title for several years, the titles to 
the purchases could not be recorded 
until after 1840. In 1842 the wave of 
bankruptcies greatly complicated the 
titles to some off this property. 

The sale of lots was a great success 
even though the delay in getting title 
caused many of the contracts to be 
voided. 

Two hundred and eighty two pieces 
of property sold for $79,684, and the 
remainder brought a total of more 
than $100,000 in addition. The largest 
purchaser was Jacob. Cohen of 
Charleston, South Carolina, who 
paid $17,053 for seventy nine lots of 
land. The second largest was Josiah 
Leftwich, who paid $13,362 for fifty 
four pieces. The third was David 
Saffarans who paid $12,210 for his 
purchases. The high average price in 
this transaction resulted from $4500 
paid for the exclusive ferry privilege. 
Robert Gordon paid $5965 for twenty 
five pieces. While Gordon paid very 
high prices for some land near the 
river, he bought several pieces at low 
prices. Graham MacFarlane bought 
eight pieces for $5402. His purchases 
included four high priced lots for the 
MacFarlane and Cunningham store 
and warehouse, fronting the landing 
and a desirable location for his home 
on Chestnut Street south of the Court 
House, but north of the residence sites 
later built on by Reuben Davis, W. R. 
Cunningham, Burnett, Mills and 
Whitfield. Boling C. Burnett bought 
23 pieces for $11,755 but had 
considerable trouble in financing his 
purchases. He was kind to another 
purchaser of prominence, Daniel 
Burnett. 

O. D. Herndon, one of the Trustess, 
bought 12 pieces of for $2815 and 
George Wightman, the third trustee, 
bought 8 for $2547. 

Another large purchaser was John 
C. Whitsett, who bought 36 pieces for 
$6761. Whitsett bought for himself. 

Another was Thos. S. Reneau who 
bought 9 pieces for $2790. 

T. J. Clarke bought 8 pieces for 
$1025. 

Eleven purchasers of whom five 
were non-resident speculators paid to 
the Trustees of old Aberdeen twice as 
much as they had paid Gordon and 
Davis for the land, presuming they 
were paid the amounts the books 
showed. 

The individual transactions 
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amounting to more than $1000 each 


were: Daniel Saffarans (ferry), 
already alluded to $4500; R. Burrus 
$1800 for Lot 785; B.C. Burnett $1700 
for Lot 765, Block 116; V. Fulcher, 
$1500 for Lot 863, Block 65; J. N. 
Walton $1235 for Lot 161, Block 12; 
B. C. Burnett $1075 for Lot 766 Block 
116 and $1058 for lot 773 Block 116 
(This may have been transferred to 
“old school Presbyterian Church)”; 
A. Prewitt $1050 for Lot 270 Block 85; 
R. Burrus $1030 for Lot 784; G. M. 
McFarlane $1020 Lot 50 Block 4, 
$1015 lot 59 block 4, and $1015 Lot 52 
Block 4. For these three McFarlane 
paid $3955; James H. Bell $1015 lot 
861 Bik. 65; V. Fulcher $1005 Lot 807, 
Block 110; R. Gordon $1000 lot 198 
block 14.
